Another point, the Ontario temperance 
act is not a fanatical measure like our 
Volstead law. Beer of 2% per cent alco- 
holic contert is legally made and sold 
in Ontario, and the same breweries also 
make beer of much higher alcoholic con- 
tent for export to other provinces or to 
other countries. 

At the Ofttario border of Quebec or 
Manitoba there are no snooping revenue 
agents to search your bag and baggage 
for a flask of liquor. Any one can bring 
in good liquor from the wet provinces or 
have it sent in.
